horses in this province should be vac- 
cinated immediately. 

“Farmers who neglect to vaccinate 
their valuable horses now are acting 
foolishly” Doctor Fulton has advised 
the Western Producer. He explained 
that stocks of chick vaccine were lim- 
ited at the present time, and that 
much of the vacine now available was 
too old to be reliable. 

Should & sudden outbreak such 
as the 1988 epidemic, occur, there 
would be an acute shortage of vac- 
cine, and the same state of panic 
which prevailed amongst farmers that 
year would probably ensue, Dr. Ful- 
ton warned. 

Two factors have contributed to 
the present shortage of chick vaccine 
on the prairies, Dr Fulton explains. 
First of these is that farmers have | 
neglected to take the advice of scien- 
tists and to vaccinate their horses each 
spring in order to prevent a serious 
out break of the disease 

Although the university of Saskat- 
chewan has a small supply of chick 
vaccine on hand-—about 50,000 doses 
—the institution has not the funds to 
manufacture larger amounts of the 
vaccine which would be necessary in 
case of a severe outbreak, unless. there 
is a ready market for the vaccine. 

The second factor is that a new 
type of vaccine has been developed in 
the United States. It is a type which 
must be injected intradermally, or be- 
tween the under layers of the skin. 
The average farmer would not be able | 
to administer the iniection as he could | 


is injected through the skin and into 
the flesh of the animal. | 

American manufacturers have de- 
cided to make the new type of vac- | 
cine for use in the United States and 
to meke only a small supply of the 


— 
old vaccine for use in western Canada. 


Chick vaccine is one of the most ef | 


fective preventatives known to sei- | 


horses from encerhalomyelitis. If 
farmers decided to vaccinate their 
horses every year for several years, | 
the disease itself would, in all proba- 
bility disappear, Dr. Fulton has said. | 
The protection of horses against 
this disease; important as it is, is 
not the only advantage to be secured 
by vaccination, however. In recent | 
eridemics, it has been found that hu- | 
man beings have also ‘been brought 
down with encephalomyelitis in Sas- 
katchewan, and some of these have 
died. | 
Most of the cases of encephalomye- 
litis in humans have occurred in dis- 
tricts where there were heavy out- 
breaks of the disease amongst horses, | 
and medical men suspect that humans | 
ret this ailment from infected horses. | 
It is believed that the danger of 
human contagion can be stopped by | 
preventing outbreaks of encephalomye- | 
litis emongst horses, and that vacein- 
ation, therefore, has a twofold ad: 
vantage: protection of the public 
thealth as well as the protection of 
horses. 
“I would advise most strongly that 
farmers with valuable horses should | 
not neglect to vaccinate them immedi- | 

ately.“ Dr. Fulton asserts.
